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Beginning with the delightful ferry trip across San Francisco Bay athwart the Golden Gate, you 
ride by train through Marin County; ascend Mt. Tamalpais on the “crookedest” railroad in the 
world, with 281 curves; and from the summit of Tamalpais enjoy the unsurpassed panorama of bay 
and ocean, the Coast Range and the Sierra, with San Francisco and a hundred other cities and towns 
outspread as on a map at your feet. Then comes the visit to the Big Trees of Muir Woods—the 
only National Monument or National Park of the famous Sequoia sempervirens, that is open every Pa ro 
day.

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“Pillars of the Sky’’—Redwoods that have outlived the marble columns of the Greeks. The Sequoia (sempervirens) average from 15 to 20 feet in diameter, 

tapering but slightly in corrugated, cinnamon-hued columns to amazing heights of 200 to 300 feet, and more. Their ages vary from 1200 to 1500 years. 

The first species of the genus was discovered by Menzies in 1796, and was named Endlicher to honor that admirable old Cherokee savage, the indomitable 
Sequoyah, who invented 4 syllabic alphabet for his people. 
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The “‘biggest little journey in the world”’ brings you with speed, safety and comfort to the top of Tamalpais (2590 feet) where a hundred points of scenic interest with San Francisco in the distance, unveil to you the diversitied charms of the sunlit land beside the Golden Gate.

Inasmuch as San Francisco is the logical starting point of “America’s Greatest 
One-Day Trip,” this folder is issued for your pleasure, information, and con- 
venience. It strives to anticipate your queries and to answer them before they are 
worded. Keep the folder with you throughout this “biggest little journey in the 
world.” Let it be your guide-book, and later, let it serve as a bit of reminiscence 
of a day pleasurably and profitably spent. 


THE TRIP—ITS LANDMARKS, ETC. 


From the moment you board the ferryboat until you arrive in the heart of 
MUIR WOODS your journey will be crowded with a fascinating variety 
of land- and seascapes, sunshine, gigantic trees, wonderful view, and thrilling 
adventure. 

Immediately upon leaving San Francisco your interest will center on the Embarca- 
dero and the long line of piers that reach out into the Bay for ships. Here you 
may view at close range all sorts of crafts from other lands—palatial liners, veritable 
“sea-going hotels,” foreign motor ships, coastwise lumber schooners, “‘stern- 
wheelers,” the inland river boats, heavy laden barges wallowing through the 
waves—and sometimes, if you are very fortunate, you may see an old-time sailing 
vessel, a weary ‘““windjammer” of a fast-disappearing race, at rest on the Bay. 

Many notable motion pictures have been filmed on these picturesque piers and 
wharves, such as “Moran of the Lady Letty,” “The White Moth,” and others. 

After passing the twentieth pier you may, if your eyes are sharp, locate Fisher- 
man’s Wharf, a bit of sunny, singing Italy, where myriads of tiny blue boats,

laden with nets, rest between “catches” that supply the city markets with their 
colorful cargoes of denizens from the deep. 

The ferryboat is headed northward, followed by a faithful clan of white gulls. 

You are riow abreast of Alcatraz Island, or as the early Spaniards called 
it, Alcatraces, or Pelican Island, now a U. S. Military Disciplinary Barracks. 
The Island has been gradually leveled off in tiers to accommodate a surprising 
array of barracks and buildings. If you will half-close your eyes as you ferry by 
you will note its singular resemblance to a great battleship at eternal anchorage. 

You should now be directly in line with the Golden Gate toward the left— 
Fort Point on one side and Lime Point on the other. 

On your right lies Angel Island, the U. S. Immigration and Quarantine 
Station. All land visible directly north of Angel Island and the Golden Gate is 
part of Marin County. 

The high purple peak ahead in the near distance is MT. TAMALPAIS. 

Across Raccoon Straits from Angel Island lies Tiburon, a quaint reminder of 
Venetian waterways. The peninsula dotted with trees and beautiful homes near 
Tiburon is Belvedere, a colony of wealth. 

Before you, loom the colorful, home-strewn hills of Sausalito. The name is of 
Spanish origin. In olden days it was written “Saucelito,” meaning “little willows.” 
The pier ahead is the Gateway to Northern California's most scenic treasures. 

You are now in Marin County. Leaving the ferry, you will find a row of 
electric trains awaiting your arrival, their terminal among flowerbeds. You 
choose the train to the extreme left marked “Mill Valley” and for twenty minutes 
thereafter you skim the curved shoreline through a variegated maze of hills and 
wandering bayous, all charmingly characteristic of California. 

At Mill Valley, “the end of the line,” a sturdy mountain train awaits you, 
and within a few moments you will be on your way up the “crookedest” railroad 
in the world to MT.TAMALPAIS and MUIR WOODS. 

The railroad is standard, broad-gauge, with steam, oil-burning traction locomo- 
tives of a special construction for mountain climbing. It is a quaint and curious 
combination, this train. No Chinese legendary dragon of fantastic artifice could 
equal the twisting antics of this dragon of steel as it winds its laborious way to 
the “Double Bow Knot” half way up the Mountain. In and out among sun- 
warmed hillsides you will ride and through shady canyons joyous with their 
dense growth of huge ferns. Here you will see the advance guard of young 
Sequoia, Madronas, Azalea, Laurel, and, if you watch closely, a stray California 
Nutmeg tree or two. 

Suddenly you will notice another startling thing about this train, for it climbs 
a mountain backward! The engine backs the observation cars up, thus

insuring perfect safety, freedom from smoke, and an unobstructed view ahead. 

A living map of land and sea spreads fanlike on all sides. There are times when 
one pair of eyes s hardly sufficient, there is so much to see. You will find it 
so long before arriving at the top of MT. TAMALPAIS. 

If a day be a bit hazy with the genial warmth of summer, the blue crests ot 
distant peaks, seemingly afloat in mid-air, will loom like lovely islands in a restless 
surf below. 

Toward the West the dim, jagged outlines of the misty Farallone Islands, some 

iles out at sea, are visible on the clearest days. Mt. Diablo is almost always 

hin sight toward the South, and Mt. St. Helena toward the North. The Bay 

of San Francisco with its many wandering arms, spreads out in several directions, 

and the great Bay cities, San Francisco, Oakland, Piedmont, Berkeley, Alameda, 
etc., are all easily located from the top of MT. TAMALPAIS. 

A wide, level trail encircles the mountain top, a leisurely stroll of about twenty 
minutes. Indicators and “finders” along the way mark all points of interest in the 
distance. 

Trains leave at certain intervals for MUIR WOODS the most accessible 
grove of forest giants in California. 


MUIR WOODS NATIONAL MONUMENT AND 
ITS BIG TREES 


MUIR WOODS proper extends over an area of about 426 acres, and was 
named to honor John Muir, who came often to this friendly forest in Marin. 

Here you will find gigantic trees whose forefathers survived the tempestuous 
ordeal of lava and ice when the world was restless in the maki These are the 
great Sequoia (sempervirens), or redwoods of the northern California coast 
line. They are the tallest trees in the world and the most beautiful. 

Redwood heights of feet are common; heights of 340 feet are not unusual. 

The Sequoias of Muir Woods are of a multitude of generations ranging all the 
way from tiny treelets just sprouting to life from the aged parent root, to lonely 
patriarchs from 1000 to 1500 years old—the latter being the general age average 
of the fully matured specimens in MUIR WOODS. 

It is not possible to arrive at the exact age of any specified tree unless it be cut 
and i nual rings counted. The rings of a sufficient and representative number 
of prostrate trunks in MUIR WOODS have been counted, however, to insure 
a high degree of accuracy in estimating the age of trees still waving their evergreen 
banners to the skies. 

Reproduction of the Sequoia (sempervirens) is almost always from new 
shoots that spring from the parent root rather than from its minute seeds, for the

latter rarely find rootage in the thick carpeting of forest litter beneath the trees 

Commercialism has reduced the ranks of these great trees that have ignored 
the “effacing fingers of Time” until only a narrow belt extends along the coastline 
in pitiable, scattered patches. This is not true in MUIR WOODS. 

No Sequoia in MUIR WOODS has ever been logged. Here the Redwoods 
stand as they stood during a primordial Yesterday, as they will stand into a dim 
Tomorrow, until the elements may one day lay them low, one by one, the last ot 
their unconquerable race. 

No living thing on the planet approaches the Sequoia in longevity. The genus 
has no compeer in the world of trees. Relics of an antiquity older than memory, 
“these two Sequoian cedars—the maritime and the alpine’—alone remain, an 
anomaly in botany. 

Today the lofty Sequoias that were once the chief glory of our hills and 
mountains are making their silent plea for preservation—‘more memorably 
beautiful than all that went before, because they are the last.”
